BBIUSH COLUMBIA GOVERNMENT 
SEGTJBITIES. 

There aro uono bo blind ai tboso wlio 
■will not see— that is, those -who aro wil- 
fnlly obtuse or ignorant. Wo regret ex- 
ceedingly that our article on the Provin- 
cial finances should havo afforded our 
contemporary another opportunity of 
making himself an ass— ortioii that ia 
not in harmony -with the truth. Wo stat- 
ed on tb« authority of the London Times 
&ni Daili/Ifeuis ot ytny ' teoent date that 
the British Columbia bonds ' of 1877 aro 
selling in the London money market at 
10614. Oar contemporary disputes the 
correctness of this statement nud says the 
bonds that ore hold so high aro the bonds 
issued on account of the wagou-roiul iu 
1864 and mado redeemable in 1883. Now, 
the fact is that tbosa bonds having boon 
assumed by the Dominion Government 
are quoted as Canadian sis por cents. Aa 
British Columbian bonds thoy wore un- 
saleable at any price, wcro not quoted ou 
the Stock Exchange for the throe years 
preceding Confederation, and ceased to bo 
regarded as the bonds of this Provinbe iu 
1871. To still further establish oar posi- 
tion wo refer any of our readers to the tri- 
■\Teekly edition of the Loiulon Times. Its 
title is the Mail. UopiaH aro taken at the 
Mechanics Institute in thib city aud the 
obliging librarian will doubtless show 
them to any person who may wish to 
verify our statement. From the Mail of 
tho latest date received in this city we 
clip tho following quotations on the Stock 
Exchange of the day previous:

THE BUBNINO OP THE OONSTITir- 
TION. 

We lay befori cur readers to-day de- 
tails of tho oiroumstancea attending the 
burnbig of the P. M. S. Oo.'s steamer 
Constitution, henoe for San Francisco on 
Monday last. The fire would appear to 
have been first discovered at.6:30 o'clock 
on Friday morning, when thfe steamer was 
nearing San Frimbisco,and to have spread 
to the cargo. Owing to the fog she did 
not reach the entrance to the port until 8 
o'clock. The officers, crew and passen- 
gers apx)ear to have acted ■with commend- 
able coolness and fortitude, the former, 
while doing all in their power to allay 
alarm and suppress the fire, clonrod away 
tho boats in case tho abaudonmout of tho 
ship became necessary, and tbo passen- 
gers 6oolly-8at down to breakfast, as it 
were, over an active volcano. lutelliganco 
of tho approach of the burning ship hav- 
ing been telegraphed to San Francisco, 
the people flocked to the heights and 
wharves and witnessed tho grand specta- 
cle of a 4000 ton steamer filled with freight 
and with 125 souls ou board, emitting 
smoke and flame from her hull and plough- 
ing her way for dear life through the wa- 
ter, surrounded by tug-boats that ,w«re 
trying to render all the assistance in 
their power. The paseengers were tnins- 
ferred to the tug-bouts and landed minus 
their baggage. The vessel was run on 
the mndSuts where she was scuttled and 
filled with water forced into her liold by 
the city fire-engines, and the fiames were 
extinguished. The mails, bucrgage and trea- 
sure were saved — wet, of course, but nn- 
scorclied. Wo gather from tho diHpatoLe.s 
that tho vessel is conbiJorably damaged. 
The cargo may prove a total loss. The 
.. insnrance on the cargo is small. As to 
the amount of inBnrance(or whether there 
was any) on the ship, wo are without in- 
formation. Tho Company formerly in- 
sured their own ships; but wo think tiiat 
since the burning of tho Japan thoy havo 
patronized the insurance compunies. The 
origin of the fire is at present in doubt. 
The Constitution had 400 tons of Seattle 
and fjOO tons of Wellington coal in her 
hold, and it is probable that tho Seattle 
coal (which has been pronounced danger- 
ous) ignited from spontaneous combus- 
tion and caused disaster. Yesterday tho 
agents of the mail company in this city 
received the following dispatch from tho 
Ban Francisco representatives of the com- 
pany: — 

Sah Fbanowoo, Oct. 6, 1877. 
To Engelhardt A Co., Agents P.M.S.S. Co. : 

Constitution arrived yesterday witli coiil 
and cargo on fire. Every man, woman and 
child l^inded safely; ship had to bo tilled 
with water. Cargo greatly damaged. Can- 
not at present give particulars. Will send 
another steamer ou tenth. Mails were 
promptly delivered.

• Qn Mr.' Walkem's arrival at Kamldops 
on the 29th ult., his friends oirculated a 

requisition in which after roco.^iiising the 
services of a loader of an Opijoaition ho 
was asked to address a meotiiig that even- 
ing on the Bubjoot of tho Camula Pacific 
Bailwaj. There being nothing of a par- 
tisan nature in the requisition it was gen- 
erally signed. During the day Messrs. 
Mara, A. R. Robertson and Alex. E. B. 
Davie were requested to speak at the 
mooting. Tho 2'.)tb being Ass^izo day, 
there was a fair giitLioring of tho inhabi- 
tants of tho district. About 130 assoinbl- 
cd at tho building of Mr. .Tosho Smith I'or 
tbo purpose of hearing tho speakers. 

^Ir.Wm. Jours was ap()oiut(Hl chairman 
and after a few welll timed remarks called 
on Mr. Walkem.

Another slander 
was that in his mission to England lie had 
neglectod the mainland railway interests. 
Ou tho contrary lio had oxerted his ut- 
most jjowers in their liohalf and referred 
to papers concerning his mission which ho 
claimed bore out what he now said. Aa 
to tho Canadian Paoido BuilwOy, ' it was 
doomed, none of his hearers ■ need ever 
expect to see a single rail laid. Mr. Mc- 
Koiizie aud Mr. Blako were; against it and 
had virtually fru&trated all liopcs. Mar- 
cus Smith iu his recent journey overland 
to British Columbia had written the me- 
morial inscription in the wilds of Teto 
Jauue Cache. He had there written on a 
tree "Tho last whiteman who will oonio 
through tliis pass!" Now, instead of pro- 
sperity being witnessed on evory side as 
it would havo been had the railway pro- 
ceeded, there was an unjust local Govern- 
ment that was driving out the honeBt,hard 
working farmer by giinding tasalion. 
They might rise uj) early and go to bed 
late thanking Provideiico on their knees 
for health ami strength; but with such 
bad administration how could the country 
prosi)er? .He implored the sons of toil 
who were now listening to him to resent 
tho false promises of the Elliott Govern- 
ment. Ho would .idmit that they would 
remain in power for another session, but a 
day of retribution would surely come. Tho 
Government had dijsmi.ised olil, trustwor- 
thy oflicials replacing them with favorites 
thu.s following oue of tho wortt csamplea 
of the States. The road tolls had been 
imposed and though he should get into 
power again ho feared he would not bo able 
to remove them. Ho attacked Ms. Mara 
for supplying goods to tho Dominion it 
being in dehancn of the Independence of 
Parliament Act, and would have proceed- 
ed against him if the cvidon;;o bad not 
been spirited away. Ho mado uu alluHion 
to tho Indian (]nestion. Tho speaker 
addressed the meeting for about 
an hour and a half, tho nudiouco being 
more long suQ'ering than attontiye. Those 
of his remarks which could be grasped at 
all are epitomized as given above. The 
romaindor consisted of eihortatioDS to tho 
farmers to bo true to thomsclvo.^i, to exort 
their franchi.so independently; not to be 
trampled on by Barnard & Co., ifec. 

The Chairman next called on Mr. A. 
Kocko ItobGrtaon. 

That gentleman said he was not an ac- 
tivo ptditiciaii, yet took a great interest in 
all imblio alVairs. hugged to thank 

tho people of i'LamloojiH for tho compli- 
ment thoy paid him in a.sking him to ad- 
dres.s them. Ho was by no means a pro- 
nounced ally of any jinrty, yet there were 
some remarks of Mr. NValkem's with 
which ho could not agrco. For example 
lie (Mr. Robertson) would not consent to 
tho idea that tho railway was gone. Ho 
was f^ati.sfied that it was tho iuLeutioii of 
tho people of Canada to see that tho rail- 
road was built, no matter which party re- 
mained in power. Daily the railway wau 
being looked upon liy all sliadoH of opininn 
as a iir( Ksing national nece:;sity. Again, 
Mr. SValkom complainnd of local taxation, 
but how had it come about? Tho Gov- 
ernment succeeding tho McCrcight ad- 
ministration had spent a large portion of 
the capital of the Province, thusredaciBg 
tho revenue, and in addition, tho Elliott 
Oovernmont on assnming the reins of 
])owflr, received a legacy from their pre- 
decessors iu the .shape of vast debts, debts 
that had been incurred iov jjulilic works 
which wore not rc(]uirtHl. Talcn for in- 
stance the road from New West -ninstcr to 
Yale, consider its co.st and C(. .|i:\i o that 
with the public benelit dori .( ii from it. 
It was this style of Govornnii'nl, that had 
brought about taxation (Heu;-:aliou.) Ho 
thought tho Elliott QovGrnmenfc deserved 
at. Joast some credit for their courage in 
their taxation scheiuo. Other Govern- 
ments had boon afraid to undcrtaku such 
a policy. IJis friend , iM r. Walkem, should 
ho again assume the leiiis of Guvornment, 
though ho nou- complains, will no doubt 
gladly coiitiniio tho wiso find oourageouB 
liolicy of liis prcdecot.'iora, wliilo ho will 
smile at having otoapcd tho obloquy of 
inaugurating it (great liiughtcir.) Mr. 
liobrrtson was freipiently ap|)lau(k'd, and 
(!OM<dud(fd his remarks by thanking tho 
audionco for an attontivo hearing and 
then retired nmid.it mucli genuine ;ap- 
plnuso. 

Tlie Chairman next called on, 
Mr. Davio, who, in speaking ou tho 
railway question said that if the Domin- 
ion Government did not intend to build 
the iRailway until it would i)rovo remu- 
nerative there was now a portion of tiia 
line which would pay for oonstruotion, 



viz., the opening up of communicotion 
between the seaboard and the interior. 
This would ailbrd stock-rnisera and for- 
mers of the interior a market, and aid ma- 
terially tho settling up of the agricultural 
tracts of tbo mainlaud. At tho same time 
it; would have been far batter if tho Rail- 
way promisus had never been made 
thau that being made they should not 
have been consumated. He then referred 
to Mr. Walkom'a remarks against Mr. 
Mara, and sUowed that Mr, Walkem had 
an ample opportunity of testing tho mat- 
ter in au inoxpcusivo manner under the 
very Act ou which bo relied. The quos- 
tiou was — whether Mr. Mara was under a 
contract to supply goods or whether he 
simply supplied thorn as any other trader? 
The latter was not against the law and the 
question ooiild'bai'Te been judicially set- 
tled in Court by a reference to the t)o- 
minion blue books. So far from the Gov- 
ernin«nt being incompetent, as Mr. Wal- 
kem charged, thoy should bo judged by 
their acta— a single inatanco would sniUce. 
Tho procuring of a skillod mining engi- 
neer aud the providing of quartz machin- 
ery b^'the Qovernineut bad rendered tho 
praotioal testing of onr quartz lodges the 
quostiou of a few mouths time. This had 
boon douo by a Govornmant with limited 
resources while a previous ministry in 
squandering money had never thought of 
this permanent industry. (Applause.) 

Mr. Mara was reooived with loud choors. 
Ho characterized Mr. Walkem's attacks 
ou him as cowardly, If his (Mr. Mara's) 
trausacti(5ns with the Dominion were 
against tho Act, why did not Mr. Walkem 
bring theiu before the House or tho Su- 
premo Court? Ho could have had tho 
matter tested withont delay for ho (Mr. 
Mara) ndmittod be had sold goods to the 
Dominion like other traders, but never 
was undnr contract to supply them, Mr. 
Walkem chargnd that ovidenco was spirit- 
ed away, but like other statements of his, 
it rested merely on his assertion. Chal- 
lenged in the House to appoint a commit- 
tee, to bring tho matter up before the 
Court, Mr. Walkem was contout with en- 
deavoring to create a prejudice while ho 
had not tho mnuliHCfs to bring tho charge 
to an i.ssuc. (Loud cheers.) Speaking of 
tho local tTOvernmont Mr. Mara said it 
was uutrue that trustworthy ofUoiiih had 
been dismi«sed and faypritesreplaoed. He 
challenged Mr. WftlKem to name an in- 
stance. That gentleman mentioned a ease 
in the Legislature about J. J. Robertson, 
and oiprossed his s.itisfuction with thooi- 
planations of the Chief Commissioner. In 
further reply— He was sure that none of 
the Kamloops people bad attempted to 
prevent Mr. Walkem's requisition being 
signsd. That gentleman did them great 
injustice in thinking that all did not court 
full and fair discussion. (Applause.) 

Mr, Wnlkom rose to reply, and said 
rotwithstauding tho last throe speakers 
ho would do his duty it there were twenty 
of them. Ho again appealed to the inde 
pendence of his hearers, and at last pro- 
posed a vote of thanks and three cheers 
for the Chairman, which being sooonded 
by Mr. Mara and carried, the meeting 
dispersed, KiULOors.

Albert Elliott said he was with McNeil 
at the time they met the two Chinamen; 
he believed McNeil pushed ono of them; 
but did not slai) him in tho face; the two 
Chinamen and others followed them down 
Fort street to Douglas; would positively 
swear McNeil did not strike Ah Bam, but 
pushed him away.

Found Drowned. ) 

An inquest was hold yoalorday before 
Hon. A. P. Pemberton ou the body of 
Godfrey Becker, who ivas found drowned 
in the water near Rhodes wharf yesterday 
morning. It is supposed that iu a fit of 
mental abarration bo escaped from tho 
French Hospital Friday night and throw 
himaelf or fell into tho water and was 
drowned. The following wore the pro- 
ceedings before the Coroner: 

Richard Th'ornhill being .sworn said he 
was Superintendent at tho French Hos- 
pital; the doooased first oarao to tho hos- 
pital on tho 17th Sept. last, and came in 
again on tbo 28th Septombor; saw tho do- 
coased last on the oveniug of tho 5th in- 
stant about 8:50; he was thou a patient 
at the hospital; to get out of the hospital 
he must have unlocked the doors; missed 
him in tho morning about 7:30; tho do- 
ceased slept in his bed tbat night. 

Jacob Loerz said bo had known tho 
deceased since 1801; bo was a single man 
about 0(! years of age; born in Prussia; he 
had boon a cabinet maker, but latterly 
made his living by repairing billiard 
tables. &o.; saw him last about ten days 
ago; he was then sleeping ot the St. 
Nicholas Hotol and from thoro ho wont to 
tbo French Hospital, being partially para- 
lizod; ho had no relativob or friends in 
Victoria. 

J. W. Moore deposed to seeing the 
body of a man floating ia the water near 
Rhode's wharf on Storo street; he csrao 
up and gave information to the police; tho 
body was coming from the Hudson Bay 
wharf direction. 

Dr. Matthewfi being duly sworn, said lio 
bad examined tho botly of tbe deceased; 
there were no external marks of violence; 
he appears to have, died from ^drowning; 
did not think he had been in the water 
more than 12 hours. 

Michael 0. Brown said that ho saw tho 
doconsed Baker at the Adolpbi Saloon at 
about 8;;]0 last night; ho was theniJorfoct- 
ly sober. 

The Jury, Jacob Loerz, (foreman) John 
Drent, M. Smith, Af Straohan, C. Hoff- 
man and J. Lacelles, returned a verdict 
that the deceased cuiuo to his death by 
drowning.

SHIP AND. CARQO VAUW DAMAGED. 



San ITbanoisoo, Oct. 5. — About lU 
o'clock this mpruiug tho city wiis 
startled by a report tbat tho Pacific 
Mail S. S. Co's stGanier from Victoria 
and Puget Sound was on lira oil' tbe 
bends. Tug.s wero at once dispatched 
to her assistance. About two hours 
later she made her appearance, ooming 
up tho channel. Many who had heard 
the newaflooked to Telegraph hill and 
other points to witncsH hor coming. 
Five tugs surrouudod her, urging her 
ouward with the greatest possible 
speed, while tbe engines of the steamer 
were also working to the full power of 
her forward boilers, tho after set 
being evidently inactive and the firo 
appearing to bo iu their iuimodiato 
vicinity. Volumes of sraoko poured 
from the deck aud just abaft the paddle 
boxes and from every port forward and 
aft smok;9,wa|, pouring. The passen- 
gers we're" mostly grouped on the 
forward deck aud no coufusion was 
visible ami everything seemed to be 
carried on iu a good, orderly manner. 
|0n arriving oil' tbe North point tho 
[course of the ship was changed and 
pEttoad of standing off towards Goat 
plaid and making a wide circuit out- 
side the ships anchored in tbe stream, 
lier head was swuug swiftly around 
and she passed rapidly aloug the city 
front until she reached tho vicinity of 
ixho mail dock. Here tho passengers 
/were landed aud the ship grounded on 
myd Hats near by. It has been ascer- 
tiuned that the liro was diacoverod 
about 12 o'clock last night in the coal 
hunkers, beyond that little has been 
learned. Tbo officers of tbo company 
:ostimato that tho damoge is not great 
land that tho lire is extinguished. But 
[from the baste made iu beaching 
'tho ship and- the smako tbat envelop- 
ed her it seems pi^ol^^^^l^ ^^"^^ the 
damage must be considerable. Tho Con- 
stitution had on board about fifty passon 
gers, somo seventy thousand in treasure, 
and a general cargo. This was her first 
trip on the Victoria route, previous to 
which she had been laid up for some time. 
Ono of the firemen says bo discovered 
tho firo about four this morning. It 
wos then in tho vicinity of tbo smoke 
stack. An alarm was sounded but no con- 
fusion ensued, tho crow going quietly 
to their stations. Water was turned on 
and every eflbrt,made to control the fire. 
The after boilers soon had to be abandon- 
ed. The boats were lowered, guns fired 
and j)roparation8 made to leave tbo ship if 
ucccssarj. The passongt?rs acted with 
groat coolness aiul sut down and break- 
fasted as though nothing had happened 
out of ordinary routine. The ship was off 
Point Eeyes when the fire was diBoorer- 
ed and the best possible time was made 
for port. Tho soa was very smooth; but 
the fog was so thick that progress was 
somewhat delayed. On arriving iu tho 
harbor tbo btoauior was at onoo scuttled 
and grounded on Mission Flats. Tbo 
tugs began throwing water in the bold 
but Uudingtho fire still gaining an alarm 
was struck and tbo city liro engines sent 
to tbo burning vessol ou tugs and aro 
now pouring water into her; Thus far 
the fire has been coutiuod to tho hold, but 
the oabinsAnd saloons are flooded with 
water' ond the fire is still raging. 

At 5 p.m. tho fire on the Constitution 
was finally subdued. On reaching port 
aho was at once run to Mission Bay, tho 
passengers and baggage being taken oil" 
on tugs. Several tugs then surrouudod 
hor and about 20 streams ware poured in- 
to the cabin and hold.- Six holes were 
cut into tbo port side under the cabin 
lloor and streams poured in, fivo holes 
wero cut in tbo starboard and water in- 
jected into tho quarter. Tho staterooms 
wore Hooded for two foot and holes bored 
through tiio fioor leaving the water to 
drain down to whero the tire was suppos- 
ed to be. As the passengers left the 
steamer tho flamos burst out for the first 
time coming up tho ventilators and hky- 
lights. As soon as tbo llames wero ob- 
Borvod coming tlironj,'li tbo ventilators 
and skylights of tbo stoainor water was 
thrown down tho escape canes and tho 
ilamcs HuViduod. It was iinpossiblo to 
penetrate tho lowor jiortion of tbe vessel 
as tho hops, of which tlu^re w.is 227 hales 
on board, wero on tiro ami eniitled a 
dense, suffocating smoko. Now and again 
the blaze could bo seen from above to in- 
tiojite the exact location of tho fire. Chief 
Soannell arrived at 11:30. At 12 the 
ntoamor bad listed to starboard and was 
gradually settling to that side. At a 
quarter-past ono a <;onaultation was hold 
botwoon Chief Bciuinell and oflicers of 
tho company when it was determined that 
the hull was on tiro and as it would he im- 
poBsiblo to put out the flanies in the hops 
the only resource was to scuttle the ship. 
Tbo boat was brought round by tha stom 
and men proceeded to cut a hole iu hor 
hold, Ventilators woro cut in the cabin 
at tha same time and two streams pourod 
down. Tho shii) slowly settled down to 
hor guards wlion slio rested on tbe bot- 
tom. All tbo afloruoon water was steadi- 
ly pourod into hor until she was full to 
within two or threo feet of tbo main dock 
and tho tiro drownod out. No examina- 
tion is possible at present, but tho tiro 
BediUs to have been oonfined to that por- 
tion of the hold and between the decks 
abaft tho paddle-boxes. 

OAl'TAIN SUABUUY'S BTATE.MUNT. 

Capt. Boabury gives tho following ac- 
count: At 3 o'clock this morning we 
sighted Toint Royed rit B:80 while the 
crow woro washing decks, thick smoke 
was observed coming up through the af- 
ter ventilators and around tho funnel 
whore it appeared aooompauied by 



tongues of flames. I had tho fire alorm 
immediately sounded and ventilators 
closed. Turned ou a stream of water in- 
to tho lifter hold, judging the tire was 
among tho coals in that hold. There were 
tivo jots of stoam turned down, but we 
found the ship slowing down owing to ex- 
haustion of Btoam in the boilers. About 
G r..m. a thick fog settled down, tho ship 
being then as judged abreast Point Reyes. 
Smoke having invaded the after saloon, 
the passengers bad to go to the upper 
deck. They behaved admirably, not the 
slightest fright, confusion or anxioty be- 
ing displayed by man, woman or child. 
Tho crew fought tho tiro inch by inch 
and worked hard to prevent tho fire 
spreading to tbo forward part of the ship. 
In spito of our eli'orts, however, tho after 
boilers were soon rendered, nseloss and 
not being able to stond by them owing te 
the smoke we were then forced to proceed 
with only such steam as wo got from our 
forward boilers giving us a speed of 4 to 
5 knots. As tho fog had settled very 
thickly I decided to get out my boats, to 
hoist signals of distress and to fire guns 
ovory live minutes. The latter loontinued 
to do until the powder became exhausted. 
I had battened down all hatches andcom- 
mouced firing gnus at 8 o'clock. Man- 
aged to give tbo passengers their usual 
breakfast though the saloon floor was 
covered with water aud the room very 
smoky. None of the signals of distress 
attracted any attention until we ran close 
to land wuen tho pilot boat boarded us. 

'riio pussengors praiso tbe abUity and 
skill ot Captain Soabury. Their story is 
substantially tho same as that already 
given. They succooded in saving all their 
baggage, but describe their voyage from 
Point lieyes to San Francisco as the long- 
est ever made in their lives. 

Evening Bispat'oli. 

EUROPE. 

London, Oct. C— It ia tho intention of 
Sir APen Youngdo have tho steamer Pan- 
dora refitted for another start to the Arc- 
tic regions next spring. Ho will probab- 
ly try the Spitzborgon route. 

From Mukh tar Pasho's latest disijatch 
it Boems tbo Iluasians have withdrawn 
from the right and centre of liis line aud 
concentrated their entire army at Aktoch- 
akala on the Earsischat fifteen miles 
north-east of Kars. This is Qodonbtedly 
tho greatest and most critical afiair of the 
war in Asia Minor. The object of the 
Russian attack is to cut Muktar off from 
Ivare, drive him under its walls and shut 
him up there. If it fails tho second Rus- 
sian campaign in Asia will bo over. The 
army of the Czarovitch is in Bulgaria and 
awaits tha capture of the second redoubt 
of Graitza Ridge. No trustworthy ao- 
ount indicates that the position of Os- 
man Pasha has been invested and closely 
blockaded. 

The army of tho Czaroviteh in Bulgaria 
awaits the arrival of the whole of. its re- 
inforcements before venturing to advance 
either towards llintask or across the up- 
per Lorn. The Ottoman army of Shum- 
la oan hardly make au oU'ensive movement 
until its new commander Suleiman Pasha 
has arrived at headquarters. Heavy 
fighting may be ezpeotsd in this direction 
within a few days. The army of the 
Czarowitch will have no longer occasion 
to halt after tho rearmost battalion of tho 
guard has crossed tho Danube. Tho new 
Ottoman commander may attempt some 
bold exploit at Plevna. The Roumanians 
have pushed their sap to within a few 
yards of the ooohtersoai^ of the seoond 

redoubt. 

NEVADA. 

Virginia, Oct. 5 — A new ore body has 
been discovered in winze No. i, between 
the 1400 and 1600 foot level of the Cali- 
fornia. Connection was made to-day. 
The oro body pitches to tho west, and 
when cut through there was '25 feet of 
rich oro measuring across it was 15 feet. 
It is as yet undeveloped and was oncoun- 
tflred where no ore was expected. 

Atohison, Kansas, Oct 5 — At 12 o'clk 
to-night the western abutment of great 
iron bridge that spans the Missouri river 
at tbi.-i ])oint foil into tbo river with a ter- 
rible crash, carrying 15 feet of tha wall 
aud about 75 feet of embankment. A 
gradual sliding of tho work has been no- 
ticed for tho past 48 hours and a force of 
men have been at work tearing off tho 
wall all day so that tbe long draw might bo 
cleared and escajie tbo danger tbreatoued 
when the wiock shoulil come. Thoy suc- 
ceeded in swinging tho draw clear at 10 
o'clock. At 12 o'clock the huge mass of 
heavy masonry .and thousands of cubic 
yards of earthworks, office and bridge ap- 
proach wero hurled into the Missouri 
river. Damage has been confined exclu- 
sively to abutments. 

PuoYiDENCE, E, I., Oct. 5. — Steamer 
Francis arrived at Stonington at mid- 
night with the passengers of tbe wrecked 
steamer Massachusetts, two hundred in 
number.

New York, Oct. 6. -The World's To-
